Resolution  commending  Community  Behavioral  Health  Services  (CBHS)  on  its 
exemplary  work  implementing  the  Mental  Health  Services  Act. 

WHEREAS,  The  Mental  Health  Services  Act  (MHSA),  also  known  as  Proposition  63,  is 
a  voter  initiative  enacted  into  law  in  2005,  to  provide  funding  for  the  expansion  of  the  mental 
health  system  so  as  to  adequately  meet  the  needs  of  individuals  with  serious  mental  illness  or 
children  with  serious  emotional  disorders;  and 

WHEREAS,  Community  Behavioral  Health  Services  (CBHS)  offers  a  full  range  of 
specialty  Behavioral  Health  Services  provided  by  a  culturally  diverse  network  of  community 
behavioral  health  programs,  clinics  and  private  psychiatrists,  psychologists,  and  therapists 
and  remains  committed  to  fostering  the  five  main  principals  of  MHSA  which  are  community 
collaboration,  cultural  competency,  client  and  family  driven  programs,  wellness,  recovery,  and 
resiliency  focus  and  integrated  service  delivery;  and, 

WHEREAS,  MHSA  has  five  components  which  will  be  initially  implemented  in  phases 
but  will  be  integrated  into  a  comprehensive  plan  after  the  initial  phases  have  rolled  out,  which 
includes  the  funded  components  of  Community  Services  and  Supports  and  Workforce 
Development,  Education,  and  Training;  and  components  that  are  not  yet  funded  of  Prevention 
and  Early  intervention,  Capital  and  Information  Technology,  and  Innovative  Programs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Nine  full  service  partnerships  (FSP)  have  been  funded  to  date,  two 
programs  that  serve  children,  youth  and  their  families;  two  programs  that  serve  transitional- 
aged  youth  exiting  foster  care  and  juvenile  justice,  and  homeless  and  runaway  youth;  four 
programs  that  serve  adults  involved  in  the  criminal  justice  system,  those  homeless  or  at  risk  of 
homelessness;  and  one  program  specifically  focusing  on  individuals  living  in  or  congregating 
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multiple  diagnoses  who  are  exiting  institutional  care,  homeless  or  at  risk  of  homelessness, 
suffering  from  hoarding  and  cluttering  compulsions,  and/or  are  veterans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Currently  496  clients  receive  treatment,  housing  wraparound  services  and 
other  supports;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Transitional-Aged  Youth  FSP  housing  outcomes  saw  a  76% 
reduction  in  days  spent  homeless;  a  16%  reduction  in  days  in  jail,  prison  or  Juvenile  Hall;  a 
49%  reduction  in  days  hospitalized  and  clients  referred  by  the  Behavioral  Health  Court;  and  a 
reduction  at  Hyde  Street  of  client  arrests  after  they  had  enrolled  in  the  FSP;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  congratulates  and 
commends  the  Community  Behavioral  Health  Services  Agency  on  its  exemplary  work  on  the 
Mental  Health  Services  Act  implementation  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Census  Bureau  is  required  by  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  Annerica  to  conduct  a  count  of  the  entire  population  every  ten  years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Census  is  used  to  decide  funding,  representation  and  services  to 
communities,  including  more  than  $300  billion  per  year  in  federal  and  state  funding  allocated 
to  local  communities,  and  decisions  are  made  on  matters  of  national  and  municipal 
importance  based  on  census  data,  including  immigration,  healthcare,  community 
development,  housing,  education,  transportation,  social  services,  employment,  environment, 
and  much  more;  and, 

WHEREAS.  The  U.S.  Census  Bureau  faces  the  daunting  challenge  of  cost-effectively 
counting  a  growing,  more  diverse  and  increasingly  hard-to-find  population  that  is  reluctant  to 
participate  in  the  decennial  census;  and,

WHEREAS,  Responses  by  legal  same-sex  spouses  who  truthfully  check  the  husband 
or  wife  category  in  response  to  questions  about  the  relationship  to  their  head  of  household  will 
be  changed  and  reported  as  "unmarried  partners"  in  all  census  tabulations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Data  on  families  and  households,  published  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau 
will  erroneously  consider  and  list  children  of  legally  married  same-sex  couples  as  part  of  a 
single-parent  household;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  use  of  incorrect  population  data  by  federal  agencies  will  unfairly  deny 
community  services  and  programs  to  law-abiding,  tax-paying  individuals  who  help  fund  such 
programs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  accurate  count  of  married  same-sex  couples  is  necessary  to  estimate 
tax  revenues  once  same-sex  unions  are  recognized  by  the  federal  government;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Census  Bureau  can  properly  interpret  the  law  to  include  and  maintain 
statistics  on  same-sex  married  couples  and  families;  and,

WHEREAS,  Governor  Arnold  Schwarzenegger  has  proposed  the  elimination  of  the 
California  Department  of  Boating  and  Waterways  (DBW)  in  a  government  efficiency  proposal 
dated  January  16.  2009;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposal  would  merge  DBW  into  the  California  Department  of  Parks 
and  Recreation,  which  the  Governor  stated  would  result  in  a  mere  savings  of  $600,000  per 
fiscal  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  initiative  has  been  attempted  before  but  was  abolished  when  it  was 
clear  that  the  negative  effect  would  greatly  outweigh  the  cost  savings;  and, 

WHEREAS,  DBW  is  critical  to  boating  in  California  and  is  completely  self-funded  by 
the  boating  public's  resources;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Diverting  resources  from  DBW  to  a  department  with  its  own  priorities 
separate  and  apart  from  boating  robs  the  very  community  that  funds  DBW  of  vital  support; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  DBW  for  a  loan  totaling  $16.5  million  through  its  Small  Craft  Harbor  and  Recreational 
Marina  Loan  Program  for  the  renovation  of  the  SF  Marina  West  Harbor;  and, 

WHEREAS,  DBW  has  made  a  commitment  to  appropriate  millions  in  additional 
funding  for  the  project  and  for  the  future  renovation  of  the  SF  Marina  East  Harbor;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Because  DBW  is  compietely  self-funded  by  boater's  dollars  it  does  not 
rely  on  the  State  General  Fund  to  pay  for  its  programs,  construction  projects,  staff  or 
operating  expenses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Elimination  of  DBW  will  not  address  the  State's  current  financial  problems 
and  will  not  appropriately  serve  boaters  who  pay  for  DBW  programs  through  focused  user

WHEREAS,  There  are  more  than  8,500  recreational  boating  related  businesses  that 
create  over  284,000  direct  and  indirect  jobs;  and,

WHEREAS,  DBWs  safety  programs  save  lives  through  its  aggressive  safety  outreach

[Resolution  of  Intention  to  renew  the  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District,  to  be 
known  as  the  Greater  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District] 

Resolution  (1)  declaring  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  renew  the 
property-based  Union  Square  business  improvement  district,  to  be  known  as  the 
"Greater  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District,"  and  to  levy  a  multi-year 
assessment  on  identified  parcels  in  the  district;  (2)  approving  the  management 
district  plan  and  engineer's  report  and  proposed  boundaries  map  for  the  district; 
(3)  ordering  and  setting  a  time  and  place  for  a  public  hearing  thereon;  (4)  approving 
the  form  of  the  Notice  of  Public  Hearing  and  Assessment  Ballots;  and  (5)  directing  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  give  notice  of  the  public  hearing  and  balloting  as 
required  by  law. 

WHEREAS,  The  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Law  of  1994,  Part  7  of 
Division  18  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  commencing  with  Section  36600 
(the  "Law"),  authorizes  cities  to  establish  property  and  business  improvement  districts  within 
business  districts  to  promote  the  economic  revitalization  and  physical  maintenance  of  such 
business  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  36603  of  the  Law  recognizes  the  authority  of  Charter  cities  to 
adopt  ordinances  providing  for  different  methods  of  levying  assessments  for  similar  or 
additional  purposes  from  those  set  forth  in  the  Law;  and 

WHEREAS,  Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulation  Code 
("Article  15")  augments  certain  procedural  and  substantive  requirements  relating  to  the 
formation  of  property  and  business  improvement  districts  and  the  assessments  on  real 
property  or  businesses  within  such  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Law  and  Article  15  authorize  the  City  to  levy  and  collect  assessments 
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on  real  property  within  such  districts  for  the  purpose  of  providing  improvements  and  promoting 
activities  and  property-related  services  that  specially  benefit  identified  parcels  of  real  property 
located  within  such  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Article  XIIID  of  the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the 
California  Government  Code  impose  certain  procedural  and  substantive  requirements  relating 
to  assessments  on  real  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Law  and  Article  15  impose  additional  procedural  and  substantive 
requirements  relating  to  assessments  on  real  property  within  a  proposed  property  and 
business  improvement  district;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  property-related  services,  activities 
and  improvements  to  be  funded  with  assessments  on  real  property  within  the  proposed  district 
will  confer  substantial  special  benefits  on  the  assessed  properties  over  and  above  the  general 
benefits  to  the  public  at  large  from  such  services,  activities  and  improvements;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  property  owners  who  will  pay  more  than  30  percent  of  the  total 
amount  of  assessments  on  properties  within  the  proposed  renewed  and  expanded  district 
signed  and  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  petition  (the  "Petition") 
requesting  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  establish  a  property-based  business  improvement 
district  to  be  named  the  "Greater  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District,"  and  to  levy 
assessments  on  properties  located  in  the  proposed  district  to  fund  property-related  services, 
activities  and  improvements  within  the  district;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  Management  District  Plan  entitled  the  "Greater  Union  Square  Business 
Improvement  District  Management  District  Plan"  containing  information  about  the  proposed 
district  and  assessments  required  by  Section  36622  of  the  Law,  including  but  not  limited  to 
maps  showing  all  identified  parcels  located  in  the  district,  a  description  of  the  boundaries  of 
the  district,  the  name  of  the  district,  the  amount  of  the  proposed  assessment  for  each 
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identified  parcel,  the  total  annual  amount  chargeable  to  the  entire  district,  the  duration  of  the 
payments,  the  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  to  be  funded  by  the 
assessments  for  each  year  and  the  maximum  cost  thereof,  the  method  and  basis  upon  which 
the  assessments  are  calculated  in  sufficient  detail  to  allow  each  property  owner  to  calculate 
the  amount  of  the  assessment  to  be  levied  against  his  or  her  property,  a  statement  that  no 
bonds  will  be  issued,  the  time  and  manner  of  collecting  the  assessments,  and  a  list  of  the 
properties  to  be  assessed  (including  assessor  parcel  numbers),  as  amended  June  2.  2009. 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  detailed  engineer's  report  supporting  the  assessments  within  the 
proposed  district,  prepared  by  Matt  John  M.  Brudin.  California  Registered  Professional 
Engineer  No.  41836,  NBS,  dated  May  19,  2009  and  amended  June  2.  2009.  and  entitled 
"Greater  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District,  Engineer's  Report"  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  Proposed  Boundaries  Map  has  been  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  pursuant  to  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  §3110; 

Now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  Pursuant  to  Section  36621  (a)  of  the  Law  and  Article  1 5,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  declares  its  intention  to  renew  and  expand  the  Union  Square  property  and 
business  improvement  district,  to  be  designated  as  the  "  Greater  Union  Square  Business 
Improvement  District"  (the  "District"),  for  a  period  of  ten  (10)  years,  and  to  levy  and  collect 
assessments  against  all  identified  parcels  of  real  property  in  the  District  for  a  period  often  (10)

Section  2.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Management  Distnct  Plan 
and  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report  as  each  amended  June  2.  2009,  including  the 
estimates  of  the  costs  of  the  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  set  forth  in 
the  plan,  and  the  assessment  of  said  costs  on  the  properties  that  will  specially  benefit  from 
such  services,  activities  and  improvements.  A  copy  of  the  Management  District  Plan  and  the 
District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report  as  amended  June  2^009  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  090569.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  make  the 
Management  District  Plan,  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report  and  other  documents 
related  to  the  District  and  included  in  the  record  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  available  to 
the  public  for  review  during  normal  business  hours,  Monday  through  Friday  8:00  a.m.  through 
5:00  p.m.,  excluding  legal  holidays. 

Section  3.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Proposed  Boundaries 
Map  showing  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supen/isors  in  File  No.  090569  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The  Greater  Union 
Square  BID  area  consists  of  approximately  27  whole  or  partial  blocks  surrounding  Union 
Square  and  bounded  on  the  north  by  a  varying  boundary  including  Bush,  Sutter,  Post  and 
Geary  Streets,  on  the  east  by  Kearny  Street  and  Claude  Lane,  on  the  south  by  Market  Street, 
and  on  the  west  by  a  varying  boundary  including  Mason,  Shannon  Alley,  and  Taylor  Streets.

•  Public  Safety  which  includes  a  daily  assignment  of  one  uniformed  10B  SFPD 
officer  per  shift  during  the  hours  of  1 1 :00  a.m.  -1 1 :00  p.m.  Thursday  ~  Saturday  and 
1 1 :00  a.m.  -  7:00  pm  Sunday  -  Wednesday;  a  corps  of  eight  uniformed  Community 
Service  Ambassadors  who  support  police  and  property  owners  in  crime  prevention, 
assist  visitors  with  area  information  and  provide  street  population/homeless  with 
social  services  information.  All  public  safety  personnel  carry  two-way  radios  that 
are  connected  to  a  centralized  dispatch.  The  Ambassador  hours  are  9:00  a.m.- 
10:00  p.m.  Monday-Friday  and  10:00  a.m.-10:00  p.m.  Saturday  and  Sunday. 

•  Marketing  for  the  Union  Square  district  including  the  design  and  production  of  a 
district  map,  an  updated  website,  and  special  events  to  draw  visitors  to  the  area  and 
promotional  campaigns  to  encourage  visitors  and  create  reasons  for  them  to  come 
to  Union  Square. 

•  Advocacy  including  promoting  a  clean,  safe,  and  vibrant  district  to  assure  a 
positive  experience  for  all  visitors,  workers  and  residents. 

•  Beautification  Programs  including  hanging  additional  flower  baskets  at  certain 
intersections  and  entry  points  to  the  district,  plaques  on  city  receptacles  and 
maintenance  carts  to  brand  the  district  and  seasonal  decor  and  holiday  lighting 
throughout  the  district. 

•  Capital  improvements  to  provide  for  way  finding  signage  and  other  public  right  of 
way  enhancements  to  the  district. 
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•  Management  and  Operations  administrative  support  budget  for  personnel^  rent- 
office  supplies,  utilities,  office  insurance  and  legal  fees. 

•  Contingency  and  Reserves  for  long  term  capital  improvements,  replacement  of 
maintenance  eguipment  for  steam  cleaning,  first  year  repayment  of  District 
formation  costs,  and  late  or  non-pavment  of  assessments.

Resolution  finding  a  severe  fiscal  hardship  will  exist  if  additional  local  property  tax 
funds  are  seized  and  additional  unfunded  mandates  are  adopted  by  the  State  of 
California. 


WHEREAS,  The  current  economic  crisis  has  placed  California's  cities  under  incredible 
financial  pressure  and  caused  city  officials  to  reopen  already  adopted  budgets  to  make  painful 
cuts,  including  layoffs  and  furloughs  of  city  workers,  decreasing  maintenance  and  operations 
of  public  facilities,  and  reductions  in  direct  services  to  keep  spending  in  line  with  declining 
revenues;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  early  1990s  the  state  government  of  California  has  seized  over 
$8.6  billion  of  city  property  tax  revenues  statewide  to  fund  the  state  budget  even  after 
deducting  public  safety  program  payments  to  cities  by  the  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  most  significant  impact  of  taking  local  property  taxes  has  been  to 
reduce  the  quality  of  public  safety  services  cities  can  provide  since  public  safety  comprises 
the  largest  part  of  any  city's  general  fund  budget;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2004  the  voters  by  an  84%  vote  margin  adopted  substantial 
constitutional  protections  for  local  revenues,  but  the  legislature  can  still  "borrow"  local  property 
taxes  to  fund  the  state  budget;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  5  the  Department  of  Finance  announced  it  had  proposed  to  the 
Governor  that  the  state  "borrow"  over  $2  billion  in  local  property  taxes  from  cities,  counties 
and  special  districts  to  balance  the  state  budget,  causing  deeper  cuts  in  local  public  safety 
and  other  vital  services;  and

WHEREAS,  State  agencies  are  imposing,  or  considering,  many  regulations  imposing 
unfunded  mandates  on  local  governments  without  regard  to  how  local  agencies  will  be  able

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA)  oversees 
the  Municipal  Railway  (Muni),  which  has  close  to  700,000  boardings  each  day;  and 

WHEREAS,  Muni  depends  on  a  variety  of  sources  to  fund  its  operations,  including 
local,  state  and  federal  revenue  sources  as  well  as  fare  revenue  from  its  riders;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  had  historically  low  fares  compared  to  similar-sized 
transit  agencies  in  the  United  States;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  low  fares  and  fare  evasion  only  approximately  22  percent  of- 
Muni's  operating  revenue  comes  from  fares;  and 

WHEREAS,  Fare  evasion  represents  a  breach  of  the  public  trust  requiring  that  all

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a  military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy  (the  "Navy"); 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor's  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a  nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  "Authority")  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  the  Base  for  the  public  interest,  convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  March  12,  1997,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  and 
the  Navy  executed  the  Base  Caretaker  Cooperative  Agreement,  which  has  been  amended

WHEREAS,  The  Cooperative  Agreement  includes  various  Functional  Annexes  that 
describe  in  detail  the  caretaker  duties  for  which  the  Authority  is  responsible  under  the 
Cooperative  Agreement,  among  which  Functional  Annex  6  -  Utilities  Services  describes  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  utility  systems  and  the  delivery  of  utilities  to  the  occupants 
and  users  of  the  Base;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  accord  with  the  terms  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC")  has  performed  the  Authority's  responsibilities  under 
Functional  Annex  6  -  Utilities  Services,  including,  without  limitation,  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  utility  systems  and  the  delivery  of  utilities  services  to  the  Base;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  Fiscal  Year  1997/98,  the  Authority  has  made  payments  to  the 
SFPUC  in  exchange  for  certain  services,  including  street  lighting  and  irrigation  water  services, 
and  as  of  June  30,  2005,  Authority  payments  to  SFPUC  for  utilities  services  provided  during 
such  period  totaled  $1,648,280;  and,

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor's  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a  nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  ("TIDA")  to  act  as  a  single 
entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (the  "Base")  for  the  public  interest, 
convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  "Act"),  the  California  legislature  (i)  designated  TIDA  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base  upon 
approval  of  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors,  and,  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the  Base 
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which  are  subject  to  the  Tidelands  Trust,  vested  in  TIDA  the  authority  to  administer  the  public

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Navy  currently  owns  the  on-  and  off-ramp  connections 
to  Yerba  Buena  Island  from  Interstate  80,  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge,  and, 
because  Federal  law  prohibits  the  Navy  from  "improving"  surplus  property,  the  Navy  cannot 
repair  or  replace  the  ramps  as  part  of  the  transfer  of  the  Base  property  to  TIDA;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Current  State  designs  for  the  new  Eastern  Span  of  the  Bay  Bridge 
("Eastern  Span")  include  construction  of  one  new  ramp  connecting  the  Bay  Bridge  to  Yerba 
Buena  Island  and  reuse  of  three  other  existing  ramps  that  do  not  meet  current  State  design 
and  safety  standards;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  October  2003  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  TIDA  and  the 
State,  acting  through  Caltrans,  indicated  that,  among  other  things,  (i)  the  State  and  City 
agreed  to  seek  and  support  any  legislative  changes  necessary  to  provide  for  State  ownership 
of  all  connections  to  the  Eastern  Span,  and  (ii)  the  State  agreed  to  ensure  that  there  are  safe 
and  reliable  connections  between  the  Eastern  Span  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  in  both 
eastbound  and  westbound  directions,  consistent  with  State  design  standards;  and, 

WHEREAS.  In  October  2007,  the  Governor  signed  Senate  Bill  163.  which:  (i)  requires 
Caltrans  to  work  in  cooperation  with  TIDA  and  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation 
Authority  ("SFCTA")  on  the  design  and  engineering  of  replacement  ramps  connecting  Yerba 
Buena  Island  to  the  Bay  Bridge  and  to  ensure  that  the  design  of  the  ramps  is  compatible  with 
the  design  of  the  new  Eastern  Span;  (ii)  authorizes  Caltrans,  upon  the  transfer  to  TIDA  from 
the  Federal  Government  of  the  ramp  connections,  to  accept  from  TIDA  title,  easements,  and 
other  interests  in  land  necessary  for  the  State  to  own  and  operate  one  or  more  of  the  ramps; 
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(iii)  makes  transfer  of  a  ramp  from  TIDA  to  the  State  contingent  upon  completion  of  work  on 
the  ramp  in  accordance  with  specified  standards;  and  (iv)  requires  a  Project  Study  Report 
("PSR")  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  Verba  Buena  Island  ramps  to  be  finalized  by 
December  31 ,  2008,  requires  the  SFCTA  to  be  the  lead  agency  for  the  development  of  the 
PSR,  and  requires  the  SFCTA  to  work  in  coordination  with  TIDA,  the  Office  of  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development  ("OEWD"),  and  the  Bay  Area  Toll  Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  PSR  for  the  Verba  Buena  Island  ramps,  which  was  prepared  by  the 
SFCTA  in  coordination  with  TIDA,  OEWD  and  Caitrans,  was  approved  and  signed  by  Caltrans 
District  04  on  December  19,  2007;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  PSR  evaluates  several  ramp  design  alternatives  and  recommends 
two  project  alternatives,  and  a  no-build  alternative,  to  be  further  studied  and  analyzed  in  the 
Project  Report/Environmental  Document  phase  of  the  proposed  improvement  or  replacement 
of  the  Verba  Buena  Island  ramps  (the  "VBI  Ramps  Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  project  development  process  for  the  VBI  Ramps  Project  consists  of  a 
two-phase  effort  with  Phase  1  consisting  of  the  conceptual  engineering.  Project  Report  ("PR") 
and  Environmental  Document  ("ED"),  and  Phase  2  being  the  final  design  and  preparation  of 
Plans.  Specifications/Special  Provisions  and  Estimate  ("PS&E");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Completion  of  the  PR  and  ED  on  a  timely  basis  is  imperative  so  that  the 
new  ramps  designs  can  be  incorporated  into  the  Eastern  Span  Seismic  Safety  Project 
("ESSSP")  for  the  Bay  Bridge;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Article  V,  Section  2(k)  of  TIDA's  Bylaws  authorizes  TIDA  to  contract  with 
governmental  agencies,  including  without  limitation,  any  department,  commission  or  agency  o 
the  City,  for  the  performance  of  services  in  furtherance  of  and  related  to  the  purposes  of  TIDA 
and, 
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WHEREAS,  TIDA  has  asked  SFCTA,  in  its  capacity  as  the  City's  Congestion 
Management  Agency,  to  (i)  lead  the  effort  to  prepare  and  obtain  approval  of  the  PR  and  ED 
for  the  YBI  Ramps  Project  and  (ii)  provide  the  upfront  funding  for  the  staff  and  consultant 
costs  related  to  this  effort;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  13,  2008  at  a  properly  noticed  public  meeting,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  228-08  approving  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement 
between  TIDA  and  the  SFCTA  under  which  (i)  the  SFCTA  provides  staff  support  and  project 
management  oversight  in  connection  with  the  YBI  Ramps  Project  and  entered  into  a  contract 
with  the  consultant  selected  through  a  Request  for  Proposals  for  preparation  of  the  PR/ED, 
and  (ii)  TIDA  will  reimburse  the  SFCTA  for  the  administrative,  project  management  and 
consultant  costs  incurred  by  SFCTA  relating  to  the  YBI  Ramps  Project  and  the  completion  of 
the  PR/ED  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $3,000,000,  together  with  interest  on  such 
reimbursable  costs  at  the  City  Treasurer's  Pooled  Investment  Fund  rate  or  the  SFCTA's 
borrowing  rale,  whichever  is  applicable;  and,

[Multi-year  Permit  for  the  Use  of  Certain  Portions  of  Golden  Gate  Park  for  a  Three-day  Music 
Festival.] 

Resolution  pursuant  to  S.  F.  Charter  Section  9.118  authorizing  and  approving  the 
execution,  delivery  and  performance  of  a  Permit  to  Another  Planet  Entertainment  for 
the  use  of  certain  portions  of  Golden  Gate  Park  for  an  annual  three-day  music  festival 
for  a  term  of  three  (3)  years  for  an  estimated  income  to  the  City  of  $3.6  million,  plus  an 
additional  two  (2)  year  option;  and  adopting  environmental  findings. 

WHEREAS,  The  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  on  December  4,  2008,  authorized 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  ("RecPark")  to  issue  a  Request  for  Qualifications  to 
select  a  concert  promoter  to  produce  an  annual  multi-day  festival  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  the 
proceeds  of  which  are  intended  to  benefit  RecPark  and  Golden  Gate  Park;  and, 

WHEREAS,  RecPark  received  proposals  from  three  (3)  concert  promoters,  which  were 
evaluated  by  a  six-member  selection  committee  and  ranked  on  how  well  they  met  the  project 
objectives  and  selection  criteria  describeJ  in  the  solicitation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  selection  panel  unanimously  recommended  Another  Planet 
Entertainment  ("Permittee")  to  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  to  produce  the  three-day 
festival,  due  in  part  to  the  following: 

(a)  Permittee's  knowledge  and  experience  with  producing  large  scale  events  in  Golden 
Gate  Park,  including  2008  Outside  Lands  and  2004  Dave  Matthews  concert; 

(b)  Permittee's  proposed  event  highlighting  the  park,  as  well  as  local  music,  art,  culture 
and  food; 

(c)  Permittee's  detailed  outreach/mitigation  plan  that  builds  on  their  prior  year's  efforts 
and  includes  a  community  hotline,  coordination  with  311,  coordination  with  relevant  City 
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agencies,  outreach  to  neighbors,  and  outreach  to  attendees  using  mass  advertising  and 
targeted  emails;  and 

(d)  Permittee's  proposed  financial  terms,  which  allowed  for  a  base  rent  and 
participation  rent  formula  that  maximizes  revenue  to  RecPark;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Recreation  and  Park  Commission,  on  February  5,  2009,  approved  the 
selection  panel's  recommendation  to  select  Another  Planet  Entertainment  to  produce  a  three- 
day  festival  in  Golden  Gate  Park  and  directed  the  staff  of  RecPark  to  begin  permit 
negotiations  for  the  festival;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  acting  through  RecPark,  has  negotiated  a  permit  for  the  use  of 
portions  of  Golden  Gate  Park  for  the  festival  (the  "Permit"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  File  No.         090557         ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Permit  includes  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

(a)  Term.  The  initial  festival  will  be  held  on  August  28-30,  2009.  The  festival  will 
also  be  held  in  the  summer  of  201 0  and  2011,  on  dates  between  June  1  and  August  31 
mutually  agreed  to  by  City  and  Permittee,  Permittee  has  the  option  to  extend  the  term  to 
include  festivals  in  2012  and  2013. 

(b)  Permit  Fees.  The  initial  Minimum  Permit  Fee  shall  be  $950,000,  and  shall 
increase  $50,000  each  year  thereafter.  Permittee  shall  pay  the  greater  of  10%  of  Gross 
Revenue  or  the  Minimum  Permit  Fee  for  each  Festival,  whichever  is  higher.  Gross  Revenue 
is  all  of  the  ticket  revenue  for  the  festival  minus  ticket  taxes  and  Additional  Rent.  Additional 
Rent  shall  be  S1 .00  for  each  ticket  sold  by  Permittee,  and  shall  be  paid  to  RecPark  in  addition 
to  the  Minimum  Permit  Fee  and  Percentage  Rent. 

(c)  City  Costs.  Permittee  to  reimburse  the  City  for  all  relevant  City  costs.  RecPark 
and  the  Mayor's  Office  will  convene  appropriate  City  agencies  (i.e.  RPD,  Police,  MTA,  DPT)  to 
establish  proposed  service  levels  and  costs.  Costs  to  be  escalated  annually. 
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(d)  Operating  and  Outreach  Requirements.  RecPark  and  Permittee,  with  input  from 
neighborhood  stakeholders,  developed  the  "Operating  and  Outreach  Requirements"  that  are 
incorporated  into  the  Permit.  Under  these  requirements.  Permittee  is  required  to  submit,  for 
RecPark  approval,  detailed  site  plans,  a  transportation  management  plan,  a  security  plan,  a 
program  for  sound  mitigation,  and  an  outreach  plan.  These  plans  are  designed  to  assist  the 
RecPark  and  Permittee  in  mitigating  any  potential  negative  impacts  from  the  festival  on 
Golden  Gate  Park  and  the  surrounding  neighborhoods;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  reviewed  and  considered  the 
Permit,  and  recommended  approval  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  April  16,  2009  (RecPark 
Resolution  No.  0904-015);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City's  Planning  Department  has  found  that  the  Permit  is  categorically 
exempt  from  Environmental  Review,  a  copy  of  these  findings  are-on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 

Board  of  Supervisors  under  File  No.       090557  ,  and  are  incorporated  herein  by  this 

reference;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  development  of  climate  change  demands  immediate  and  effective 
action  to  reduce  greenhouse  gas  emissions,  and  expanding  the  automobile  capacity  of 
highways  has  increased  the  number  of  automobile  trips  and  associated  air  pollution  and 
greenhouse  gas  emissions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Expanding  the  automobile  capacity  of  highways  connecting  less- 
developed  areas  to  job  centers  has  fostered  automobile-oriented  sprawl  development,  which 
cannot  be  effectively  served  by  public  transit,  and  which  consumes  the  region's  greenbelt  of 
agricultural  and  wild  lands,  which  contribute  to  the  region's  livability;  and

WHEREAS,  The  Governor's  proposal  would  eliminate  100%  of  existing  state  funding 
for  UC  Hastings  while  only  reducing  funding  to  other  UC  and  CSU  system  campuses  by  18- 
22%,  raising  fundamental  questions  of  fairness;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  its  founding  as  "the  law  department  of  the  University  of  California"  in 
1878,  UC  Hastings  has  been  an  integral  part  of  the  educational  infrastructure  of  the  State  of 
California  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  helping  to  educate  and  inspire  prominent 
business  leaders,  judges  and  elected  officials;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Students  and  clinical  staff  work  tirelessly  to  make  Hastings  a  responsible 
member  of  the  Tenderloin  community  by  providing  thousands  of  hours  of  pro-bono  legal 
services  to  the  surrounding  community  each  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Members  of  the  recently  graduated  class  of  2009  provided  over  3000 
hours  of  pro-bono  legal  services  during  their  tenure  at  UC  Hastings,  with  projects  including  full 
time  staffing  at  the  General  Assistance  Advocacy  Project  (GAAP),  a  weekly  legal  advice  and 
referral  clinic  at  the  5th  and  Bryant  Street  Shelter,  a  collaboration  with  Volunteer  Legal 
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Services  Program  (VLSP)  on  a  monthly  legal  advice  and  referral  clinic  open  to  all  San 
Franciscans  (typically  serving  between  100-130  residents  each  week),  a  joint  project  with  the 
American  Immigration  Lawyers'  Association  and  Speaker  Pelosi's  office  to  organize  two 
Naturalization  Days  and  a  weekly  tax  clinic  for  Tenderloin  residents  from  February  through 
April  15th  of  each  year  which  assisted  an  average  of  20  individuals/families  each  week;  and, 

WHEREAS,  UC  Hastings  is  an  intellectual  engine  providing  free  legal  support  to 
numerous  public  and  private  agencies  and  practitioners  through  a  variety  of  research  centers 
on  campus,  including  the  Center  for  Gender  and  Refugee  Studies  which  trains  pro  bono 
attorneys  who  represent  indigent  women  asylum-seekers  in  the  Bay  Area,  provides  technical 
assistance  to  private  practitioners  and  organizes  important  conferences  to  raise  awareness  of 
refugee  and  human  rights  legal  issues;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Center  for  State  and  Local  Government  Law  makes  UC  Hastings  one 
of  the  few  top-tier  law  schools  in  the  country  with  programs  devoted  specifically  to  training 
students  to  work  in  public  law  or  as  lawyers  for  local  governments,  providing  two  dozen 
students  the  opportunity  to  earn  credit  working  in  the  City  Attorney's  office  and  the  State 
Legislature  each  academic  semester  and,  further,  pairing  students,  faculty  and  public  officials 
to  address  pressing  public  policy  concerns  including  work  with  the  State  Auditor  to  develop 
regulations  implementing  Proposition  1 1  (2008),  working  with  the  CA  Dept.  of  Health  and 
Human  Services  to  promote  understanding  of  health  information  privacy  laws  and  assisting 
San  Francisco  officials  with  legal  analysis  of  issues  surrounding  gun  control  and  pension 
costs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  UC  Hastings  has  historically  opened  doors  to  a  legal  education  for 
California  residents  from  a  wide  range  of  backgrounds,  including  many  who  are  the  first  in 
their  families  to  attend  college;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Disproportionate  budget  cuts  will  restrict  access  to  a  public  legal  education 
for  many  California  families  and  the  massive  tuition  hikes  that  could  result  from  the  Governor's 
proposal  will  create  even  greater  barriers  for  students  who  wish  to  pursue  careers  in  the 
public  interest  and  nonprofit  fields;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  faculty,  staff,  and  administration  at  UC  Hastings  understand  the 
unprecedented  nature  of  the  state's  budget  crisis  and  are  willing  to  bear  their  fair  share  to  help 
balance  the  state's  budget;  now,  therefore,  be  it,

WHEREAS,  the  City  operates  and  maintains  an  800  MHz  radio  communications 
system  that  provides  radio  communications  for  over  60  City  departments,  including  radio 
systems  of  the  police  and  emergency  services.  The  800  MHz  system  is  the  City's  primary 
emergency  communications  system  and  consists  of  over  9,476  radios.  Over  the  last  ten 
years  public  safety  radio  systems  throughout  the  United  States  like  the  one  operated  by  the 
City  ,  suffered  disruptions  because  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  (FCC)  assigned 
several  radio  frequencies  in  the  800  MHz  band  to  Sprint  for  its  commercial  radio  network;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2004,  the  FCC  issued  a  Report  and  Order  and  a  Supplemental  Order  to 
reconfigure  the  frequency  allocations  of  the  800  MHz  band  (Order)  which  required 
reconfiguration  of  the  City's  Radio  Communications  System,  including  radio  systems  of  the 
police  and  emergency  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Order  required  that  Sprint/Nextel  pay  the  costs  of  the  reconfiguration 
and  the  creation  of  a  reconfiguration  plan  that  would  not  impact  the  reliability  of  the  City's  vital 
services;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  June  26,  2007,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Ordinance  No.  151- 
07  (File  No.  070700)  authorizing  a  settlement  of  $861 ,424  and  approving  use  of  the  funds  to 
develop  a  proposal  for  the  implementation  work  required  to  safely  reconfigure  the  City's 
equipment;  and

WHEREAS  the  Director  of  DT  is  hereby  authorized  to  settle  the  claim  of  the  City 
against  Sprint  for  financial  reimbursement  for  the  relocation  of  the  City's  radios  on  the  800

WHEREAS,  In  1933,  Proposition  1  specified  that  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the 
legislature  be  required  to  pass  the  California  state  budget  if  it  Increased  spending  by  5%  or 
more;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1962,  Proposition  16  deleted  the  5%  increase  spending  provision  thus 
requiring  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  legislature  to  pass  the  state  budget,  regardless  of 
any  increase  or  decrease  in  state  spending;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1978  Proposition  13  specified  that  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the 
legislature  be  required  to  pass  any  new  tax  measures;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  is  the  only  state  in  the  nation  that  requires  a  two-thirds  majority 
vote  to  pass  both  the  state  budget  and  tax  measures;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  two-thirds  vote  requirements  have  led  to  ah  extreme  minority  of 
state  legislators  effectively  having  veto  power  over  the  state  budget  and  any  new  revenue 
measures;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  group  of  small-government  Republicans  have  consistently  blocked  any 
new  revenue  measures,  which  has  led  to  regular  structural  budget  deficits;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  structural  budget  deficit  has  been  exasperated  by  the  current 
economic  recession  to  create  a  catastrophic  budget  deficit  that  is  leading  to  the  gutting  of 
essential  sen/ices;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Restoring  majority  rule  of  state  budget  and  revenue  measures  would 
reduce  gridlock  in  the  legislature  and  empower  the  majority  to  decide  the  state's  business 
instead  of  a  radical  minority;  now,  therefore,  be  it

[Supporting  an  equitable  split-roll  property  tax] 

Resolution  supporting  a  constitutional  amendment  to  Implement  an  equitable  split-roll 
property  tax  and  urging  San  Francisco's  representatives  in  the  California  Senate  and 
Assembly  to  continue  to  work  to  modify  the  definition  of  a  "change  of  ownership"  for 
commercial  property. 

WHEREAS,  In  1978,  California  voters  passed  Proposition  13,  which  limited  property 
taxes  to  1  %  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  property,  and  limited  potential  future  increases  to 
the  original  assessed  value  to  a  maximum  of  2%  per  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  13  has  resulted  in  a  dramatic  reduction  in  state  revenues, 
contributing  to  the  state's  persistent  structural  budget  deficits  and  exemplified  by  California's 
drop  in  per-pupil  spending  from  18th  in  the  nation  in  1977  to  47th  today;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  13  specified  that  property  is  to  be  reassessed  at  full  market 
value  when  the  property  is  sold;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  voters  supported  Proposition  13  to  offer  protection  to  homeowners 
on  fixed  incomes  who  were  burdened  by  rapidly  increasing  property  taxes  as  the  value  of 
their  property  increased  in  California's  escalating  housing  market;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Reassessment  of  commercial  property  occurs  less  frequently  than 
residential  property  because,  in  California  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  Section  64  subsection 
(c),  a  "change  of  ownership"  is  defined  narrowly  to  occur  only  when  a  single  person  or  entity 
acquires  more  than  50%  of  a  corporation,  and, 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  13  led  to  a  substantial  shift  in  the  tax  burden  from  commercial 
property  owners  to  homeowners;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Proposition  13  has  resulted  in  massive  disparities  in  the  amount  of 
property  tax  paid  by  similar  commercial  properties;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  2004  report  by  the  California  Tax  Reform  Association  found  that  San 
Francisco's  Hilton  Tower  hotel  paid  $0.80  per  square  foot  in  property  tax  while  the  Clift  Hotel, 
located  one-block  away,  paid  $16.55  per  square  foot;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  number  of  fair  tax  advocates  have  proposed  creating  a  "split-roll"  tax 
that  would  preserve  Proposition  13's  limit  on  reassessment  of  residential  property  while 
creating  a  separate  tax  roll  for  commercial  property  that  would  be  reassessed  at  fair  market 
value;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Fair-tax  advocates  are  currently  debating  several  models  for  equitable 
reform  to  California's  property  tax  model  including  a  split-roll  tax  that  would  reassess 
commercial  property  to  fair  market  value,  a  split-rate  tax  that  would  provide  a  separate  tax 
rate  for  commercial  property,  and  a  split-CCPI  (California  Consumer  Price  Index)  rate  that 
would  increase  the  cap  on  the  inflation  rate  for  commercial  property  above  its  current  2% 
ceiling;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2003,  the  Board  of  Equalization  estimated  that  a  split-roll  tax  as 
proposed  by  Assemblywoman  Loni  Hancock  in  ACA16  would  generate  $3  billion  in  revenue 
per  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  7,  2009,  the  Board  of  Equalization  issued  a  report  stating  that 
statewide  commercial  properties  are  assessed  at  58%  of  fair  market  value  and  San  Francisco 
commercial  properties  are  assessed  at  49%  of  fair  market  value;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  state  legislature  can  modify  the  definition  of  "change  of  ownership"  of 
commercial  property  to  generate  new  revenue  before  the  next  election;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Progressive  representatives  in  the  state  legislature  have  attempted  to 
implement  a  split-roll  tax  and  to  modify  the  definition  of  "change  of  ownership,"  but  they  have 
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been  repeatedly  thwarted  by  either  a  gubernatorial  veto  or  the  lacl<  of  a  two-thirds  majority 
vote  of  the  legislature;  and 

WHEREAS,  California's  catastrophic  budget  deficit  demands  immediate  action  by  the 
people  of  California  and  the  state  legislature  to  find  new  revenues  to  balance  proposed 
budget  cuts;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
supports  the  creation  of  an  equitable  split-roll  property  tax;  and,  be  it

Resolution  urging  Governor  Schwarzenegger  and  the  State  Legislature  to  not  eliminate 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission. 

WHEREAS,  Governor  Schwarzenegger  proposed  in  his  May  budget  proposal  to 
eliminate  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission  (BCDC)  as  a 
state  department  and  realign  its  functions  to  a  regional  entity;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  its  inception  BCDC  has  helped  make  the  San  Francisco  Bay  cleaner 
and  healthier,  provided  millions  of  dollars  in  economic  benefit  from  tourism  and  commerce, 
preserved  recreation  and  beauty  for  the  region,  and  served  as  a  model  for  similar  agencies  all 
over  the  world  as  the  first-ever  coastal  zone  management  agency; 

WHEREAS,  Eliminating  BCDC  would  be  harmful  to  both  the  state's  environment  and 
economy,  yield  insignificant  budget  savings,  significantly  diminish  important  protections  for 
San  Francisco  Bay,  and  eliminate  a  predictable  regulatory  environment  for  business  and 
commerce;  and 

WHEREAS,  Between  1850  and  1960,  about  one-third  of  the  open  waters  of  the  Bay 
was  filled,  as  local  Bay  Area  governments  acted  in  their  own  self-interests  and  promoted

WHEREAS,  June  13,  2009,  Iranian  President  Mahmoud  Ahmadinejad  was  elected  to 
his  second  term,  with  the  government  reporting  that  he  received  63%  of  the  popular  vote, 
despite  the  most  recent  public  poll  indicating  a  54%  to  39%  lead  for  his  challenger,  Hossein 
Mousavi;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  has  been  widespread  reports  of  election  day  irregularities  including 
voting  booths  closing  early  due  to  a  reported  shortage  of  ballots  and  the  country's  cellphone 
and  SMS  (text  messaging)  networks  going  down  on  election  day;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  reporting  of  the  election  results  was  highly  suspicious  with  the 
government  claiming  that  forty  million  hand-written  ballots  were  counted  in  the  span  of  twelve 
hours,  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  election  results  showed  near  uniform  results  from  virtually  all  regions 
of  Iran,  in  stark  contrast  to  the  widely  varying  demographics  that  all  previous  Iranian  elections 
have  displayed;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Islamic  Republic  of  Iran  is  not  a  democracy,  It's  a  theocracy,  and 
there  should  be  no  surprise  that  election  irregularities  have  taken  place  since  no  independent 
monitors  such  as  the  United  Nations  were  allowed  to  observe  the  process;  and, 

WHEREAS,  We  may  never  know  the  true  outcome  of  the  presidential  election  since 
the  current  regime  under  President  Ahmadinejad  and  the  Supreme  Leader  Ayatollah  Ali 
Khamenei  have  used  less-than-transparent  forces  such  as  the  security  services  and  the 
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Revolutionary  Guard  to  help  administer  the  election  process,  while  the  Interior  Ministry  counts 
the  forty  million  votes  casts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  great  adversity  toward  those  that  demonstrate  their  freedom  of 
speech,  millions  of  Iranians  have  exercised  great  feats  of  courage  and  creativity  toward 
motivating  a  new  reform  movement  not  seen  since  the  1978-1979  revolution  that  toppled  the 
Pahlavi  dynasty;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  electricity  in  the  air  in  Iran  hundreds  of  thousands  of  protesters  in 
the  streets  demanding  a  clean  and  fair  election,  and  reforms  such  as  women's  rights  and 
freedom  of  expression;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Iranian  government  has  cracked  down  on  these  democratic  protests, 
leading  to  the  deaths  of  at  least  seven  protesters,  the  arrests  of  hundreds  of  opposition 
leaders,  continued  disruptions  of  Internet,  cellphone  and  SMS  service,  and  the  censoring  of 
both  foreign  and  domestic  media;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  signs  that  the  massive  and  sustained  protests  are  having  an 
effect  on  the  Iranian  government,  including  Supreme  Leader  Khamenei  reconsider  his  initial 
endorsement  of  the  election  results  and  directing  the  Guardian  Council  to  conduct  an  inquiry 
into  the  alleged  voting  irregularities,  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  an  estimated  400,000  Iranian-Americans  living  in  California, 
and  nearly  double  that  number  In  the  entire  United  States;  many  of  these  eligible  expatriates 
voted  or  tried  to  vote  by  absentee  ballot  in  the  recent  Iranian  presidential  election;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Similarly  to  the  "citizen  diplomacy"  strategies  deployed  between  non- 
governmental organizations  (NGO's)  in  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  during  the 
Cold  War  of  the  1970s  and  1980s,  fertile  opportunity  exists  between  the  peoples  of  the 
United  States  and  Iran  to  foster  a  new  grassroots  diplomacy  aimed  at  pursing  peace  between 
both  nations  and  democratic  reforms  in  Iran; 
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WHEREAS,  Even  a  "green  revolution"  in  Iran  will  not  happen  overnight,  and  even  the 
best  democracies  have  their  worst  moments  as  evidenced  by  the  electoral  ascendancy  of 
George  W.  Bush  in  the  2000  presidential  election;  only  to  fuel  passions  that  led  to  the 
election  of  President  Barack  Obama  in  2008;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
urges  the  Iranian  government  to  respect  its  people's  right  to  peaceful  protest,  end  the  violent 
repression  of  non-violent  demonstrations  and  respect  the  United  Nations  Universal

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  stands  in  solidarity  with  the 
nonviolent  creative  protests  that  seek  corrective  action  to  voting  irregularities  in  Iran,  and 
respectfully  calls  upon  the  Guardian  Council  and  Ayatollah  to  implement  electoral  procedures 
that  validate  an  accountable  election  process;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  expresses  its  support  for  the 
people  of  Iran  who  act  in  good  faith  to  secure  their  democratic  rights  to  transparent  self- 
governance  in  the  wake  of  the  national  election  of  June  13,  2009.

WHEREAS,  Married  heterosexual  couples  receive  over  one  thousand  federal  benefits 
and  protections  that,  under  DOMA,  adult  men  and  women  in  committed  same-sex

WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  this  grant  is  to  expand  the  City's  treatment  capacity  for 
mentally  ill  parolees  through  various  services  including  intensive  case  management,  skills 
training,  advocacy  and  recovery  support;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  grant  is  nearly  identical  to  a  CDCR  grant  for  the  same  amount  of 
funding  for  the  same  time  period  awarded  to  DPH  in  April,  2009,  allowing  DPH  to  increase 
services  for  mentally  ill  parolees  in  San  Francisco  by  45  additional  treatment  slots  (25  through 
the  first  grant  and  20  for  this  second  one);  and,

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  {the 
"Agency")  is  implementing  various  Redevelopment  Plans  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (the  "City")  in  accordance  with  the  Community  Redevelopment  Law  of  the  State  of 
California,  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  section  33000  et  seq.  (the  "Law");  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  33606  of  the  Law  requires  that  the  Agency  adopt  an  annual  budget 
containing  the  following:  all  of  the  activities  to  be  financed  by  the  Low  and  Moderate  Income 
Housing  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  33334.3  of  the  Law;  the  Agency's  proposed 
expenditures;  the  proposed  indebtedness  that  the  Agency  will  incur;  the  Agency's  anticipated 
revenues;  the  Agency's  upcoming  work  program  and  goals;  and  an  examination  of  the 
previous  year's  achievements  and  a  comparison  of  the  achievements  with  the  goals  of  the 
previous  year's  work  program;  and 

WHEREAS.  Sections  33334.2  and  33334.3  of  the  Law  require  the  Agency  to  use  the 
Low  and  Moderate  Income  Housing  Fund  to  construct,  rehabilitate,  and  preserve  affordable 
housing  that  must  remain  available  at  affordable  housing  cost  to,  and  occupied  by,  extremely 
low,  very  low,  low-,  and  moderate-income  households  for  the  longest  feasible  time,  but  for  not 
less  than  the  periods  of  time  specified  in  Section  33334.3  (f)(1)(A)-(C);  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  33334.2  (g)  of  the  Law  provides  that  the  Agency  may  use  the  Low 
and  Moderate  Income  Housing  Funds  outside  of  redevelopment  project  areas  based  on  a 
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finding  of  benefit  to  the  project  areas  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
Agency's  affordable  housing  activities  (within  redevelopment  project  areas  and  in  other  parts 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco),  as  described  in  the  Agency's  fiscal  year  budget  for 
2009-2010  ("Budget")  will  benefit  redevelopment  project  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  adopted  Ordinances  Nos.  15-05,  115-007, 
and  31 6-08  to  implement  Section  33333.7  of  the  Law  (Senate  Bill  No.  21 1 3);  and  thus  the 
Agency  is  authorized  to  receive  tax  increment  revenues  that  would  otherwise  be  unavailable 
to  the  Agency  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  affordable  housing  activities  to  replace 
6709  affordable  housing  units  that  the  Agency  removed  prior  to  1976  and  did  not  replace;  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisor  wishes  to  ensure  that  the  Agency  has  sufficient  funds  to  carry  out  a 
portion  of  these  affordable  housing  activities  in  fiscal  year  2009-2010  as  described  in  the 
Budget;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Budget  proposes,  consistent  with  the  expressed  desire  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  Ordinance  No  316-08,  to  use  tax  increment  from  the  former  Western  Addition 
A-2  Redevelopment  Project  Area  ("A-2  Project  Area)  to  assist  affordable  housing  in  the  A-2 
Project  Area,  namely  the  development  of  100  units  of  very  tow-income  senior  rental  housing

The  Board,  having  reviewed  the  proposed  legislation,  finds  and  declares  for 
the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  letter  from  the  City  Planning  Department,  dated  April  29,  2009,  a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.^^Q^^^     and  incorporated  by 
reference,  that  the  Bond  proposal  is  not  subject  to  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
("CEQA")  because  as  the  establishment  of  a  government  financing  mechanism  that  does  not 
identify  individual  specific  projects  to  be  constructed  with  the  funds  it  is  not  a  project  as 
defined  by  CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  The  use  of  Bond  proceeds  to  finance  any 
project  or  portion  of  any  project  will  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  upon  completion  of 
planning  and  any  further  required  environmental  review  under  CEQA  for  those  individual 
projects. 

Section  4.  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond  is  (i)  in  conformity 
with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  (ii)  in 
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accordance  with  Section  4,105  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A. 53(f)  of  the

Resolution  approving  permanent  designation  of  nine  (9)  former  temporary  selling 
spaces  for  weekend  usage  on  Market  Street,  north  side,  at  Steuart  Street,  for  street 
artists  certified  by  the  Arts  Commission,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  exempting 
said  spaces  from  the  regulations  of  Police  Code  Section  2405  relating  to  street  artist 
display  size  and  bus  zone. 

WHEREAS,  The  Street  Artists  Ordinance  adopted  by  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  as 
Proposition  "L"  at  the  election  held  on  November  4,  1975,  authorizes  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  by  resolutiori,  to  designate  sales  areas  where  any  street  artist  or  craftsperson 
previously  certified  may  sell  art  or  craft  items;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  survey  by  the  Arts  Commission  found  that  in  recent  years  more  street 
artist  spaces  in  the  Downtown  area  have  been  eliminated  due  to  construction,  curb  zone 
changes,  newsracks,  planter  boxes,  etc.;  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  the  request  of  the  Arts  Commission,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
Resolution  No.  359-08  designated  for  weekend  usage  by  street  artists  certified  by  the  Arts 
Commission  nine  (9)  temporary  spaces  on  Market  Street,  north  side,  at  Steuart  Street,  for  a 
period  of  six  (6)  months;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  in  Resolution  No.  359-08  exempted  said  nine 
spaces  on  Market  Street,  north  side,  at  Steuart  Street,  from  the  provisions  of  Police  Code 
Section  2405(c)(1),  (c)(2),  (c)(3),  and  (c)(4)  which  prohibit  street  artists  from  selling,  offering 
for  sale  or  soliciting  offers  to  purchase  on  any  sidewalk  in  an  area  not  more  than  four  and  one- 
half  (4-1/2)  feet  from  the  curb  line  of  any  sidewalk,  within  eighteen  (18)  inches  from  the  curb 
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line  of  any  sidewalk,  not  more  than  five  (5)  feet  above  any  sidewalk,  and  not  more  than  four 
(4)  feet  long;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  in  Resolution  No.  359-08  resolved  that  the 
displays  of  street  artists  selling,  offering  for  sale  or  soliciting  offers  to  purchase  in  any  of  the 
said  nine  spaces  on  Market  Street,  north  side,  at  Steuart  Street,  be  not  more  than  fourteen 
(14)  feet  from  the  curb  line  of  the  sidewalk,  not  within  four  (4)  feet  of  the  curb  line  of  the 
sidewalk,  not  more  than  seven  (7)  feet  above  the  sidewalk,  and  not  more  than  ten  (10)  feet 
long;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  in  Resolution  No.  359-08  exempted  said  nine 
spaces  from  Police  Code  Section  2405(c)(8)(1)  which  prohibits  street  artists  from  selling, 
offering  for  sale  or  soliciting  offers  to  purchase  on  any  sidewalk  which  has  been  designated  as 
a  bus  zone,  due  to  the  bus  zone  adjacent  to  the  nine  spaces  being  inoperative  on  weekends;

Bill  746,  relating  to  conflicts  of  interest. 

WHEREAS,  Existing  California  law  prohibits  specified  state  and  local  officers  and 
employees  from  being  financially  interested  in  any  contract  made  by  them  in  their  official 
capacity;  and 

WHEREAS,  California's  conflict  of  interest  provisions  in  state  law  are  meant  to  protect 
against  corruption  and  the  appearance  of  bias  and  unfairness  in  the  public  procurement 
process;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  July  of  2008  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission{"SFPUC") 
requested  a  written  opinion  from  the  City  Attorney  of  San  Francisco  as  to  whether  the  SFPUC 
could  award  Parsons  Water  and  Infrastructure,  Inc.  a  contract  for  the  Water  System 
Improvement  Program  ("WISP")  Agreement  No.  CS-940;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  August  4,  2008  the  City  Attorney  of  San  Francisco  concluded  in  a 
written  memorandum  to  the  General  Manager  of  the  SFPUC  that  if  the  SFPUC  were  to  award 
a  contract  to  Parsons  to  provide  services  described  in  the  RFP  for  Agreement  CS-940,  a 
court  would  likely  find  a  violation  of  California  Government  Code  1090  because  of  Parson's 
key  role  in  developing  the  scope  of  those  same  services  described  in  the  RFP;  and 

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  ("AB")  746,  relating  to  conflict  of  interest  provisions  in 
California  state  law,  was  introduced  by  Assemblymember  Joe  Coto  representing  San  Jose  in 
California's  23'''  Assembly  District;  and 
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WHEREAS,  AB  746  would  amend  state  law  to  provide  that  an  independent  contractor 
not  be  deenned  interested  in  a  contract  executed  on  or  after  September  1,  2008  under  certain 
circumstances  even  if  the  contractor  participated  in  the  preparation  of  a  request  for  proposals 
or  any  other  bid  document  that  serves  as  a  basis  for  the  award  of  the  underlying  contract; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  746  is  retroactive  in  scope  and  asks  the  Legislature  to  reach  back  in 
time  and  clear  Parsons,  one  company,  from  any  conflicts  of  interest  pursuant  to  current  state 
law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Because  of  its  retroactive  scope,  AB  746  contravenes  the  presumption 
against  retroactive  laws  that  is  deeply  rooted  in  US  jurisprudence;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  federal  government  is  prohibited  from  passing  ex  post  facto  laws, 
which  apply  to  criminal  statutes,  by  Section  9  of  Article  I  of  the  U.S.  Constitution  and  the 
states  are  prohibited  from  the  same  by  Clause  1  of  Section  10  of  Article  1;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  Landgraf  v.  Usi  Film  Productions  (1994)  (511  U.S.  244),  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  wrote  that  "the  presumption  against  retroactive  legislation  is  deeply 
rooted  in  our  jurisprudence,  and  embodies  a  legal  doctrine  centuries  older  than  our  Republic 
(Id.  At  265)";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Landgraf  V.  Usi  Film  Productions  (1994)  (511  U.S.  244)  explained  that 
"the  principle. . .  that  the  legal  effect  of  conduct  should  ordinarily  be  assessed  under  the  law 
that  existed  when  the  conduct  took  place  has  timeless  and  universal  appeal;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  further  noted,  "[i]n  a  free,  dynamic 
society,  creativity  in  both  commercial  and  artistic  endeavors  is  fostered  by  a  rule  of  law  that 
gives  people  confidence  about  the  legal  consequences  of  their  actions";  and. 
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WHEREAS,  Section  1090  of  the  California  Government  Code,  including  tlie  provision 
which  AB  746  attempts  to  amend,  was  enacted  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  and  ensuring 
fairness,  transparency  and  objectivity  in  government  contracting;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  Government  Code  1090  ensures  a  fair  and  equitable 
government  contracting  process  that  removes  barriers  for  all  businesses,  including  many 
women  and  minority-owned  businesses  which  have  traditionally  been  underrepresented  in 
large  public  works  projects;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  program  has  removed  barriers  for  many  women  and  minority-owned 
businesses  which  have  traditionally  been  underrepresented  in  large  public  works  projects, 
now.  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
urges  the  California  State  Legislature  to  reject  the  passage  of  AB  746,  relating  to  conflicts  of 
interest  and  hereby  officially  opposes  AB  746  by  Assemblymember  Joe  Coto.

Resolution  In  Opposition  to  the  Proposed  California  Constitutional  Amendment  Ballot 
Measure  Misleadingly  Referred  to  as  the  "Taxpayers  Right  to  Vote  Act". 

WHEREAS,  In  1997,  the  State  of  California  deregulated  electricity,  with  the  promise  of 
giving  consumers  a  choice  in  electricity  providers,  ending  decades  of  monopolistic  electricity 
markets  which  promised  lower  rates  and  better  service  through  increased  competition;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California  rescinded  deregulation  resulting  in  the  loss  of 
consumer  choice  and  the  possibility  of  free-market  competition  in  2001,  and  most  ratepayers 
now  receive  their  electricity  from  the  same  monopoly  electricity  providers  as  before 
deregulation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  deregulation  of  electricity  led  to  the  energy  crisis  of  2000-2001 , 
caused  by  the  investor-owned,  profit-driven  electricity  providers  participating  in  market 
manipulation,  lead  by  Enron  Corporation,  which  later  admitted  to  fraudulent  behavior;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  2002  in  response  to  the  collapse  of  deregulation  and  its  failure  to 
provide  electricity  consumers  with  a  choice  of  electricity  providers,  Assembly  member  Carole 
Migden  authored  and  passed  AB  117,  which  enabled  Community  Choice  Aggregation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Community  Choice  Aggregation  enables  any  city  or  county  or  combination 
thereof  to  become  electricity  purchasers  for  residences  and  businesses,  and  to  require  a 
renewable  energy  component  in  the  portfolio  of  electricity  that  they  purchase;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Community  Choice  Aggregation  offers  an  opportunity  for  Californians  to 
once  again  choose  their  electricity  provider  and  to  obtain  a  cleaner  source  of  their  electricity; 
and, 
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WHEREAS,  Community  Choice  Aggregation  is  regulated  by  the  California  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  which  enforces  strict  guidelines  that  must  be  followed  by  cities  and 
counties  wishing  to  become  aggregate  buyers  of  electricity  thereby  assuring  public 
confidence  in  the  program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2007,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  voted  to  make  San  Francisco  a  Community  Choice  Aggregator  and  approved  a 
Draft  Implementation  Plan  for  Community  Choice  Aggregation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Draft  Implementation  Plan  sets  the  goal  of  providing  51  percent  of  the 
city's  electricity  from  clean  and  renewable  energy  sources  by  the  year  2017;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (PUC)  is  on  schedule  to 
issue,  by  October  of  this  year,  a  Request  for  Proposals  to  private-sector  energy  service 
providers  to  supply  clean,  renewable  energy  to  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  under  the  PUC 
Community  Choice  Aggregation  program  know  as  Clean  Power  SF,  and, 

WHEREAS,  Clean  Power  SF  is  the  next  and  very  important  step  in  bringing 
competition  back  to  the  energy  market  as  well  as  expanding  green-collar  jobs  and  boosting 
the  private-sector  renewable  energy  industry;  and, 

WHEREAS,  PG&E  has  a  history  of  acting  to  maintain  its  monopoly  in  its  service 
region,  including  opposing  public  power  initiatives  at  the  ballot  and  lobbying  officials  of 
California  cities  counties  against  Community  Choice  Aggregation,  in  apparent  violation  of  the 
provisions  AB  117;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  28,  2009,  a  request  for  title  and  summary  was  made  to  the  state 
Attorney  General  for  a  Constitutional  amendment  deceptively  entitled  the  "Taxpayers  Right  to 
Vote  Act"  to  be  placed  on  the  ballot,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  and  incorporated  by 
this  reference;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  "Taxpayers  Right  to  Vote  Act"  seeks  to  retain  the  monopolies  of 
investor -owned,  profit  driven  utilities  circumventing  the  provisions  of  AB  1 17  which  require 
incumbent  utilities  to  full  cooperate  with  potential  aggregators  by  adding  unreasonable 
hurdles  that  cities  and  counties  must  overcome  to  become  aggregate  buyers  of  electricity; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  "Taxpayers  Right  to  Vote  Act"  would  require  submitting  any 
Community  Choice  Aggregation  proposal  to  the  voters  within  the  proposed  jurisdiction  of  a 
proposed  aggregator,  and  would  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  approval  by  the  voters  if  any  type 
of  public  financing  is  used,  including  bonds,  cash,  income,  assets  or  equity  would  be  used  to 
implement  a  Community  Choice  Aggregation  program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  "Taxpayers  Right  to  Vote  Act"  would  effectively  preclude  any  entity 
from  becoming  an  energy  aggregator  as  well  as  virtually  prohibit  any  existing  Municipal  utility, 
all  of  whom  operate  on  a  non-profit,  public  interest  basis,  from  entering  into  a  competitive 
market  in  the  State  of  California;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  fully  supports  maintaining  consumer's  right 
to  choose  energy  from  clean,  renewable  sources  that  the  provisions  of  Community  Choice 
Aggregation  law  provides;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  strongly  opposes  the 
"Taxpayers  Right  to  Vote  Act"  as  being  against  the  interests  of  California  ratepayers,  against 
the  public  interest,  and  a  potential  setback  for  renewable  energy  production;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  strongly  urges  the  Attorney 
General,  if  the  measure  qualifies  for  the  ballot,  to  assign  a  title  to  the  measure  which 
accurately  reflects  its  intent  to  restrict  competition  from  non-profit,  publicly  owned  utilities  by 
virtually  assuring  a  monopolistic  stranglehold  by  profit-driven  investor-owned  utilities  on  the 
energy  markets  of  the  State  of  California;  and,  be  it

application  and  related  documents  to  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocations  Committee 
("CDLAC")  to  permit  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $75,000,000  for  the  220  Golden  Gate  Avenue 
Development  (as  such  project  is  defined  herein);  authorizing  and  directing  the  Director 
to  direct  the  Controller's  Office  to  hold  in  trust  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $100,000  in 
accordance  with  CDLAC  procedures;  authorizing  the  Director  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that 
the  City  has  on  deposit  the  required  amount;  authorizing  the  Director  to  pay  an  amount 
equal  to  such  deposit  to  the  State  of  California  if  the  City  fails  to  issue  the  qualified 
mortgage  revenue  bonds;  approving,  for  purposes  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1986,  as  amended,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $75,000,000;  authorizing  and  directing  the 
execution  of  any  documents  necessary  to  implement  this  Resolution;  and  ratifying  and 
approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in  connection  with  the  Project  (as  defined 
herein)  and  the  Application  (as  defined  herein). 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  {the 
"Board  of  Supervisors"),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"), 
particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
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residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1 .101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  "City  Law"),  constituting  Article  I  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home 
finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable 
communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased 
economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  Is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Tenderloin  Neighborhood  Development  Corporation  (the  "Developer"), 
desires  to  construct  a  174-unit  residential  rental  housing  development  at  220  Golden  Gate  to 
be  known  as  the  220  Golden  Gate  Avenue  Development  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  on  and  after  the  date  hereof  in  connection  with  the  Project;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$75,000,000  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  all  such  expenditures  made  on  and  after 
the  date  hereof  with  respect  to  the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the 
Project  with  proceeds  of  a  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  evidence  its  intent  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  in  order  to  satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code,  such 
intent  subject  to  approval  by  this  Board  of  a  bond  resolution  at  a  later  date;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  21 ,  2009  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on 
June  12,  2009,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  has  held  the  public  hearing  described 
above  on  June  12,  2009  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the 
legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue  qualified 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  within  such  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file 
an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  the  lesser  of  $100,000  or  an  amount  equal  to 
one-half  of  one  percent  (1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1 .1 50-2  of  the  Treasury 
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Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  make  any 
expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1.150-2  and  declares  its  intent  to  use  proceeds  of  indebtedness  to 
reimburse  all  future  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $75,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application  (the 
"Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private 
activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $75,000,000  for  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds.

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  (the  "Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be 
held  on  deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and 
the  Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit 
shall  consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section 
515.01  of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  {the  "Hotel  Tax 
Fund").

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a  military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America  (the  "Navy");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor's  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a  nonprofit  public  benefit
